F none but the immoral! suffered from 
our policy of’ neglecting cure and 
control of venereal diseases the pol-

ereal disease are innocent children. 
Tivnen estimates that more than one- 
third of the congenital blindness, includ- 
ing that which develops in the first week 
of life, is due to gonorrhea! ophthalmia, 
Gonorrheal ophthalmia is due to infec- 


tion of the eyes during birth or very — 


shortly thereafter. It can be prevented 
by the proper use of the silver solution 
furnished by the health department. It 
is easily and quickly diagnosed by the 
microscope, It can be cured if treatment 
is begun at once upon the appearance of 
pus in-the eye. Treatment must not be 
delayed until the. laboratory report has 
been recéived. 

Every. large children’s hospital is crip- 
pled occasionally by an epidemic of gon- 
dtrhea among the small girls. Keyes 
says that in ten years it was found that 
1:6 per cent of 12,000 girls in a large 
dispensary had gonococcal . vulvo-vagini- 
ts,

The gonococcus is much more virulent 
among children than among.adults. The 
organism dies at once upon being dried 
or under the influence of sunlight. In 
consequence few adults are infected by 
soiled finger towels, or toilet seats, 
‘These statements do not hold true as to 
gonococcus infection in children. With 
tnem infection by hands, towels, diapers, 
and toilet seats is not infrequent. 

A hospital, asylum, or home can only 
safeguard its inmates by carrying out. 
tne following plan: All incoming chil-— 
dren are examined. If thére is any dis- 
cnarge it is examined microscopically. 
‘ane child is not allowed to mingle with 
otner children until it is known that 
tnere is no gonococeal infection. 

When microscopic examination of mu- 
cus or pus shows gonococcus present the 
cnild is to be segregated and treated.
